More Than the Three Rs 

The Berlin High School curriculum offers a number of classes outside 
of traditional academic disciplines. These courses allow students to 
explore other interests and gain useful job skills. Such courses en- 
compass the fields of tech, ed., art, computers, child care, and home 
economics. 

Berlin High’s technology education courses prepare students for the 
increasing presence of technology in many workplaces, and the growing 
demand for highly skilled workers. Among the many tech. ed. courses 
offered at are Power, Wood, Metal, and CAD. The students in these 
classes won’t try to sell you a bridge in Brooklyn; they’ll build you one! 

A variety of art classes are also offered at BHS to nurture Berlin’s 
aspiring Michaelangelos.

Educator 
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State Commissioner of Education Theodore Sergi congratulates Thomas Galvin on his prestigious Milken Award. 

Very few high schools can claim an administrator who has won a prestigious 
education award, but Berlin High has been doubly fortunate this year. Our principal, 
Mr. Thomas Galvin, recently received recognition as Connecticut’s Principal of the 
Year and as the recipient of a Milken Family Foundation National Educator Award. 
Both awards recognize Mr. Galvin’s outstanding contributions to education both here 
at Berlin High and as a member of the Connecticut Association of Schools. 

Mr. Galvin was nominated for Principal of the Year by former Superintendent 
Rokiki, with letters of support from other administrators, faculty members and 
secretaries in the Berlin Public Schools. He was selected for this honor by a state 
committee. Mr. Galvin’s selection gave him the right to attend a conference of the 
National Association of Secondary School Principals in Washington D.C., and makes 
him eligible for the National Principal of the Year Award. 

Someone involved in education of the state level secretly nominated Mr. Galvin for 
the Milken Award to recognize his contributions as a member and officer of the 
Connecticut Association of Schools. Mr. Galvin was one of five Milken recipients in 
Connecticut this year and will receive a “no strings attached’’ award of $25,000 at a 
national conference of Milken winners in California in May of 1996. Mr. Galvin’s 
Milken Award is Berlin’s second; English teacher Carol Virostek received one in 1 988. 

Congratulations to Mr. Galvin on both of these outstanding achievements and our 
thanks to him for his efforts on behalf of the Class of ’96. May he serve the students 
of BHS for many years to come.
